Place, (fc. are ſo eahe to be underſtoo1, 
that they need no Explanation ; but in the Table 
of the Changes of the Moon (by which her Age mult 
be found, thereby to find the time of High-water) 
you mult take notice, That therein the Day is divi- 
ded into 24 hours, the firſt being to be reckoned 
from Noon.

What is the Moon's Age the 2cth of May, 1633 ? 


I fcek in the Table that has 168 at the top of the 
firlt Column, and againit May, and under New Þ, 
I find 15 19 26, the firſt of which Numbers is
